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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reply filed on 2/10/2006 is not fully 
responsive because it fails to include a complete or accurate record of the substance of the 1/24/2006 interview. In the interview dated 
1/24/2006, Applicant's representative, Charles Bieneman, expresses concerns that the reference teaches no user request and no ability 
to specify a specific number of random bits required by the user in the user request. Examiner showed evidence that user request for 
providing to a user a random number of bits is disclosed, which applicant's representative agreed as mentioned in the Examiner's 
interview dated 1/31/2006 and further evidence was provided to Applicant regarding disclosure of user request of a number of random 
bits (see Examiner's interview summary). The other argument expressed by Applicant that the prior art teaches "no ability to specify a 
specific number of random bits required by the user in the user request", is not expressly claimed in the claim language. Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Other independent claims with the exception of claim 20 recite similar issue as 
explained above. Regarding independent claim 20, which claims a computer and a display device, applicant agreed with the Examiner 
that independent claim 20 does not claim the features of the claimed invention and further agreed that claim 20 is not in condition for 
allowance. Applicant's arguments do not comply either with 37 CFR 1.111(c) because they do not clearly point out the patentable 
novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. 
Further, they do not show how the amendments avoid such references or objections. For at least the reasons mentioned above and the 
reasons cited in the final Office Action, the request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. 
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
